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!!_1 . On  12/30  the  San  Pedro  Sula-based  liberal  daily  "Tiempo" 
ran  an  op-ed  by  Cristina  Ozaeta  entitled  "U.S.  Defenseless 
towards  Attacks."  "According  to  a report  issued  by  the 
Democrats,  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  has  failed 
and  hasn't  fulfilled  33  of  its  own  promises  to  improve  U.S.
